EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-17, 21-23, 27 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 8, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "such that image data is 
obtained which represents a combination of a luminance level of light which has penetrated 
through a portion of said sheet member at said first end of said sheet member and which is 
detected by a first of said photo detectors, and a luminance level of light which has been received 
by said first of said photo detectors directly from said light source by passing by said first end, 
and a luminance level of light which has penetrated through a portion of said sheet member at 
said second end of said sheet member opposite said first end and which is detected by a second 
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of said photo detectors, and a luminance level of light which has been received by said second of 
said photo detectors directly from said light source by passing by said second end, wherein a 
position of said first end of said sheet member is determined in relation to a position of said 
second end of said sheet member based on said combination of luminance levels" and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 8. Claims 9-17, 21-23, 27 are allowed by 
virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 8.
